James T. Woodward, President of the 
Hanover National Bank, Director in many 
ether 'arge financial institutions, and a 
banker who played an tmportant part in 
minimizing the effect of the money panic 
of 1907, died yesterday at his home, 9 
Kart Fiftv-sixth Street. He was stricken 
with apoplexy neariy a week ago, shortly 
after having attended a meeting of the 
New Yerk Hospital Trustees, of which he 
was one. He was nearly seventy years 
old. and for that reason his friends had 
littie hope for his recover¥. Early 
terday morning he fell asleep and did not 
ewake again. Those whe were at his bed- 
side at the last say he did not know that 
death was near

Wise in Financial Councils. 


A business principle adopted many years 
2s0 Dy Mr. Woodward was one which 
Walter Bagehot outlined in his essay 
“The Growth of Capital.” . It was that 
“a man of business ought not to be over- 
cautious; he ought to take what seem 
good thing in his trade pretty much as 
they come; he won't get any good by trying 
t» see through a millstone. But he ought 
to put ait his caution into his ‘ reserve 
fund;’ he may depend on it he will be 
‘done’ somehow, before long. and_prob- 
ably when he least thinks it: he ought 
tv heap up a great fund in a shape in 
which he can use it against the day on 
which he wants it.’’ 

Mr. Woodward built up a large reserve 
fund for the Hanover National, not too 
large t> preclude the payment of 10 per 
cent, dividends to its stockholders, vet 
sufficiently strong to enable the institu- 
tion to accommodate its customers even 
in times of great stringency. In the dis- 
cussions preiiminary to large investments 
and in negotiations whéch preceded bund 
sales by the United States Treasury his 
views always inclined toward conserva- 
tism, and they were usually accepted by 
his business associates, for long experi- 
ence had proved to them that his judg- 
ment was scund, 

His sphere of influence was far broader 
than the Presidency of the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank, great as that is. He was a 
Director in the Union Trust Company of 
New York, the Birmingham Realty Com- 
vany, the Birmincham Trust and Savings 
(‘fompany, the First. National Bank of 
Baltimore, the Greenwich Bank, the Mad- 
ison Square Garden Company, and the 
Mercantite Trust and “Deposit Company 
of Baltimore. On Oct. 4, 1°98, he was 
chosen President of the New York Clear- 
ing House Association. He had not sought 
this post of honor, but had earned it 
by many years of conservative and suc- 
cessful banking.

Grover Cleveland was his close personal 
friend, and the banker was a delegate 
to the National Convention in Chicago 
which nominated Mr. Cleveland for the 
Presidency in 1884. In politics Mr. Wood- 
ward was an old-line Democrat. Only 
once @id he refrain from voting for a 
Democratic Presidential candidate; that 
was in 1866 when free silver was the 
paramount issue. Mr. Woodward then 
joined the Sound Money party and cast his 
vote for McKinley. 


An Outdoors Man, Too. 


Like several of the other men who fig- 
ure prominently in the financial district 
Mr. Woodward wes an outdoors man. 
Until a few years ago he spent much of 
his time in the open air, riding, hunting, 
‘and fishing. His home in East Fifty- 
sixth Street bas many of his trophies of 
the chase. He was also a member of 
the Union Club, the Metropolitan, Knick- 
erbocker, ing.

MOB THE FRENCH PREMIER. 


Revolutionists Fire Revolvers as M. 
Briand Opens the Campaign. 


SAINT CHAMOND, France, April 10.— 
The opening of the electoral campaign 
here to-day by Premier Briand was 
marked by violent counter-demonstrations 
by Anarchist and revolutionary groups, 
who interrupted the Premier's speech to 
his constituents by smashing windows 
and shooting off revolvers. 

Premier Briand’s address was marked 
by a spirit of moderation and peace, and 
he urged the attainment of social reforms 
by pacific and gradual methods. 

“The republic,’”’ he said, “‘owes to all 
equal justice and liberty. She cannot 
make herself a persecutor without falling 
ip essential principles.’”’ 

At this point the Premier’s words were 
drowned by the crash’ of a shower of 
bricks through the windows and the 
cracking of revolvers. The speaker ccn- 
tinued, however, and detailed the work 
of social reform which had been accom- 
plished by the outgoing Parliament. He 
then outlined the Government’s pro- 
gramme,-in which electoral reform occu- 
pied a prominent place. Representation 
must be more homogeneous, he said, and 
added that the predominance of petty 
local interests had nullified the financial 
efforts of the nation. 

Other measures to which attention would 
be given, the Premier went on, included 
the proper definition of the status of 
State employes, in order to prevent a re* 
currence of the recent postal strikes, and 
the establishment of a systetn of arbitra- 
tion between workmen and employers, 
which he calculated would in, a. great 
measure obviate -strikes. 

‘‘Internal peace,”’ said M. Briand, 

‘as important as external peace.’’ 
: As the Premier left the city the mani- 
festants crowded around him, and there 
(was a sharp tussle between them and his 
‘Supporters, many blows being exchanged 
and some shots fired in the air. A num- 
ber of persons were arrested. 

The Opposition candidate, the Socialist, 
M. Lorris, who was thought to have been 


responsible for the demonstration. strong- 

ly disavowed all part in it. The residentea 
.of Saint Chamond strongly deprecate the 
/occurrence as a reflection on the city. An 
‘individual who was arrested and was try- 
|ing to make his way into the banquet, 
, which was attended by the Premier, was 
‘found to be a Spanish Anarchist. He was 
armed with a revolver. 


AIRSHIP FALLS ON AUTO. 
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iJ. © Mars Escapes Death in 75-Foot 
Drop by Landing on a Car. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 10.—Losing con- 

trol of a Curtiss biplane, which he was 
operating at a height of seventy-five feet, 
| J. C. Mars. plunged downward at terrific 
speed into the infield of the aviation 
| course here to-day, alighting on top of a 
'seven-passenger touring car, in which

The canopy over the touring car saved 
‘the lives of its occupants, only one of 
|'whom was slightly injured. The biplane 
'was smashed to bits, and Mars was 
‘caught under the wreckage. but escaped 
nothing worse than a severely 
i bruised and wrenched knee and a slight 
lsut on his chin. r 
| In the automobile were Mrs. Edward 
| Ritter, Miss Edna Ritter, Louis Ritter, 
land Mrs. Wilmer Smith and child. Mrs. 
| Ritter was the only one injured, receiving 
Mr. Ritter 
'was standing at the side of the car. He 
had just finished fastening up the canopy 
and was knocked down by one of the 
planes of the machine. 

The accident brought to a thrilling close 
the first aviation meet in Memphis. Thou- 
sands of people followed the aviator in 
his flight across the mile course, and 
saw his machine caught in a sudden gust 
of wind, spin round like a top at a right 
angle to its original course, and then 
plunge downward. Terrified screams 
from women were heard on all sides as 
the biplane landed squarely on the auto- 
mobile. 

The occupants of the car huddled on 
the floor of the tonneau as the biplane 
struck the front of the automobile and 


then toppled over on the canopy. Mars 
had shut off his engine when the aero- 
plane started downward. 

His first public flight was made at the 
Memphis meet, and yesterday he carried 
off the honors by his high flights, skill, 
and daring. He succeeded in equaling 
Curtiss’s quick start record of 54-5 sec- 
onds. Only short flights were attempted 
to-day by Curtiss and Mars before the 
accident:on account of the state of the 
weather.

Danner, Heartbroken When McGinnis 
Went to Potter’s Field, Kills Himself. 


James E. Danner, a machinist, put his 
last quarter in the gas meter at his board- 
ing house, 2,829 West Twenty-third Street, 
Coney Island, early. yesterday morning, 
unscrewed a tap, and after covering his 
head and shoulders with a couple of 
blankets, filled his lungs full of gas and 
died. He was found lying by the meter 
with the blankets still wrapped close 
about his head a little later, when gas 
fumes led his landlady, Mrs. Nellie Len- 
non, to the hallway. 

Danner’s acquaintances say that the 
death of his closest. friend, James Mc- 
Ginris, a few days ago led the machinist 
to take his own life. For many years 
Danner and McGinnis, a carpenter, who 
used to live at Herman’s Hotel on Coney 
Island, were imseperable. They grew up 
together in Uniontown, Penn., and when 
McGinnis decided to go to Iive on Congy 
Island Danner shouldered his machinist’s 
tools and went along. 

McGinnis choked to death while eating 
supper Monday night. Some one at the 
supper table ir Herman’s Hotel had just 


told a joke, and MeGinnis laughed until a 
hunk of beef became lodged in his wind- 
ipe. 
*"Danner was out of work, and had very 
little money left. Hé tried to raise funds 
to keep McGinnis out of Potter’s Field, 
but Danner could find few friends who 
were willing to contribute, and the fund 
was too small to give McGinnis a decent 
burial. On Saturday last he was buried 
in Potter's Field. 

Now Danner probably will be buried 
there, too. ‘

IN NEW TONG WAR 


Brothers” and “Hip 
Sings” the Victims Here 
and in Philadelphia.

Park Row Crowd Captures Slayer of 
One—One Murder in a Doyers 
Street Gambling House. 





While hymns floated out from _ the 
Christian missions through the several lit- 
tle crookéd streets of Chinatown yester- 
day afternoon three Chinese were shot in 
three different parts of the district, two 
of them dying of their wounds. China- 
town was filled with police after the 
first shooting, but that, did not stop the 
other two. 

In Philadelphia four men were shot; 
two died of their wounds immediately and 
a third will probably die. In both cities 
it was the same old war of the Tongs 
renewed. Here members of the Four 
Brothers were the victims, and in Phila- 
deiphia the Hip Sing Tong, their allies, 
suffered. In all the cases members ot 
the rival On Leong Tong were the ag- 
gressors. 

The first shooting here took place at 1:80 
o’clock, and the third at 4:30. Chinatown 
was full of laundrymen and truck. farm- 
ers, who had come in for their weekly 
recreation among their own kind. If the 
outside world thinks that two murders 
gave them any large excitement the out- 
side world is mistaken. The Americans 
who happened to see the killings ran 
about and talked loudly, and pushed and 
shoved, and then gathered in small groups 
to exchange erroneous information. But 
all afternoon the few Chinamen who were 
not inside back rooms gambling, eating, 
or smoking walked through Mott, Doy- 
ers, and Pell Streets as leisurely as if 
they had heard of nothing, knew of noth- 
ing,except the soothing hymns that drift- 
ed through the open windows of the mis- 
sion houses. 

The first assault was upon the most 
distinguished of the three victims—Chu 
Moy Yen, 40 years old, an activé member 
of the Four Brothers Society, for four- 
teen years a Chinese railroad agent, rep- 
resenting the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company. He lives at 53 Bayard Street 
and has a wife and four children. He is 
wealthy as Chinese in America go, active 
in Chinese charities, and generally liked 
and respected. 

Yen stepped out of the lower door of 
the Port Arthur Restaurant at 9 Mott 
Street at 1:50 o'clock, and took a few 
steps in the direction of Chatham Square. 
As he passed 5 Mott Street a Chinaman 
stepped. out from a doorway and fifed 
once from a revolver at Chu Moy Yen. 
The bullet struck him in the right thigh, 
and he fell to the street. His assailant 
ran to him and fired three more times 
at him, wounding him in the other thigh 
and in the right leg. 

Accounts differ as to what became of 
Yen’s assailant. Some say he ran back 
into the Port Arthur Restaurant building, 
but the police could find no trace of him. 
Others declare that he ran to Chatham 
Square and up to the elevated station. 
The police do not know what became of 
him. Yen was removed to the Hudson 
Street ‘Hospital. His wounds were not 
serious, and he was ready to go home 
last night. 

After this shooting the police reserves 
were sent from the Elizabeth Street and 
Oak Street police stations. The few 
Chinese in the streets went walking about 
as innocently as ever. 

A peaceful half hour slipped by. At 
2 o'clock Chung Fook of 18 Mott Street, 
Supposediy a Four Brothers man, was 
walking down Fark Row, having just left 
Chinatown. At Pear] Street a Chinaman 
stepped up behind him, got around some- 
what to the side of his victim, and shot 
him three times in the chest. Fook fell 
to the street and died almost instantly. 
His assailant ran across the street, but 
a number of Americans, of whom there 
were many parading the sidewalks, laid 
hold of him, in spite of his pistol, and 
turned him over to a policeman. At the 
Oak Street Station, where he was locked 
up on the charge of homicide, he said he 
was Chen Hen, 33 years old, a clerk, of 
22%, Pell Streei. He is a member of the 
On Leong Tong, the police said. 

It was two hours later when a lot of 
Chinamen came running out of 15 Doyers 
Street. The police found then that a 
third shooting had taken place. On the 
outside door of the ground-floor store 
there is painted In yellow letters ‘* So- 


cial Club.’’ Inside that door is a sort of 
anteroom extending all the way across 
the narrow building, and away over to 
one side of the inside wall of the partli- 
tion is a little door.. That leads into the 
** Social Club,’’ which is hard to see from 
the cutside. 

The ‘‘ Social Club” its one small room, 
——s in it two long-legged tables, tall 
enou to bring the top to a Chinaman’s 
shoulder. These are covered with grass 
matting, and above them hang rows of 
electric lights, meant so to illuminate the 
tops of the gragss-covered tables that no 
man can cheat at the gambling without 
being seen. The players stand up to 
py - At the far end of each of the ta- 

les, which stand lengthwise of the room, 
sits 2 sort of nker. . Their backs are 
against the rear wall, and between the 
two is a little door. This opens into a 
little room in behind, which communi- 
cates in some devious way with the roof. 

The police do not know what took place 
in the ‘* Social Club” yesterday after- 
noon. When they rushed into the room 
they found a Chinaman lying on the floor 
with two builets in his rig t side. 
was dead. It was said that he was Ong 
Mung, 55 years old, of 16 Pell Street, who 
made a living in the gambling rooms. 

The lights above the tables were burn- 
ing brightly, the few chairs in the room 
were overturned, and the gambling para- 
rans was mussed altogether. end- 
ng over the dead man was Wung Ching 
of 16 Pell Street, who was arrested as a 
suspicious person. He had remained be- 
nind, most likely, because he knew the 
dead man, they both having the same ad- 
dress, and because he was too old and 
fat to run. | 

The “ Social Club” is a Four Srothers 
organization, and the seats at the head 
of the two tables are occupied generally 
by ‘our Brothers men. A Chinaman said 
that when the banker at each table lost

RELIGIOUS FANATIC. 
MURDERS PREACHER 


Frank Skala, Editor of a Pittsburg 
Periodical, Is Shot Down 
by a Russian. 























ELDER ALSO MORTALLY HURT 
The Madman Makes His Attack After 
Church—He Holds the Crowd at 
Bay and Gets Away Safely.

PITTSBURG; Penn., April 10.—Frank 
Skala, editor of The Christian Journal, a 
religious periodical published in Bohe- 
mian, after preaching this morning in the 
Second Presbyterian Church Mission of 
Wood’s Run, North Side, was shot dead 
outside the church by Michael Rewdicz, 
a Russian religious fanatic. The man 
also tr.ed to kill John Gray, an elder of 
the mission. Gay is in St. John’s Hos- 
pital with three bullets in his body, and 
can scarcely recover. The fanatic es- 
caped. 

Mr. Skala was the leader among: the 
Bohemians of Western Pennsylvania, 
among whom he had worked for some 
years itn Coraopolis. Last Sunday the 
Rev. Andrew Kovac, the pastor of the 
missior, announced that Mr. Skala would 
preach to-day in his absence, and the 
littl church was crowded to hear him. 
Mr. Skala spoke of the Christian martyrs 
and declared his willingness to die for 
the faith. 

“At any moment that God wants my 
life,’ he sald, “‘I am willing to lay it 
down.”’ 

Rewdicz, who belongs to many Russian 
societies, attended the service and for a 
time sat quiet. He greeted Mr. Skala at 
the beginning and read in hic turn from a 
children's leaflet. But he took exception 
to some remarks in the sermon, and, 
rising, demanded in an angry tone that he 
be heard. 

“IT will answer your questions after 
church and outside the church,’’ said Mr. 
Skala. : 

Rewdicz, sat down, and the preacher ap- 
peared to forget all about the incident. 
When the service was over he left the 
building arm-in arn: with Mr. Gay on the 
way to the home of one of the parishion- 
ers with whom they were to dine. They 
were passing through the groups of the 
congregation who had stopped outside to 
chat, when Rewdicz forced his way up 
to them. 

“What can I do for 
friend?’’ said Mr. Skala, 
take his hand. 

The Russian began to argue and gesticu- 
late. He planted himself in front of the 
editor, pulled a revolver from his pocket, 
and fired. 

Mr. Skala dropped dead in his tracks, 
hit in the jaw and the temple. and Gay 
etarted to run. He threw up his hand 
to protect himself, and the first bullet 
broke his thumb, The second hit his head 
and he fell, apparently dead. Rewdicz 
shot him again, and then stepped away 
with a wild laugh. 

Panic seized the congregation as the 
shooting began, and many persons were 
trampled upon in the wild rush to escape. 
A few stood their ground and threw 
stones at Rewdicz, who yet: had some 
charges left in his reyolver. ,He waved 
it threateningly and backed up the steps 
into the little Mission church. 

A crowd of 500 soon collected, but the 
murderer held them all at bay with his 
revolver for about thirty minutes. He 
prevented Scala’s body from being lifted 
from where it fell, and kept off any as- 
sistance from Gay, who showed some 
signs of life. 

Nearly all the windows of the church 
were broken by the shower of shots, but 
Rewdicz was unhurt. At the end of half 
an hour, with a revolver in each hand, 
he stepped out of the church, drove the 
crowd up and down the street, and raced 
for a street car line at the top of the 


hill. The crowd chased him, but fell back 
as he turned and fired at it. 

At the top of the hill he came up with 
a suburban farmer named Case in his 
buggy. He made him alight, took his 
vehicle, and fled into the country with it. 
Late in the afternoon the horse was 
found wandering about some miles from 
North Pittsburg. The murderer is still 
at large, and is known to be well sup- 
plied with ammunition. 

Rewdicz, who appears to have been a 
Russian student of standing, came to 
America two years ago, and for five 
weeks has hung about the Pittsburg dis- 
trict. He lodged at the Salvation Army 
barracks, but was at variance with its 
teachings. He is thought to have become 
demented on the question of religion and 
Russian secret societies, and was no- 
ticeable for the curious patches he wore 
on his ragged clothes. . 

Three weeks ago he became engaged in 
a heated argument with Skala over the 
rpolicy of his periodical, and volunteered 
to write some editorials for him. Next 
day some wild, rambling articles were 
sent to the editor, and as he did not 
print them Rewdicz wanted to attack him. 
An anonymous letter was sent to Mr. 
Skala warning him he would be shot dead 
in the pulpit to-day. 


FALL IN RACE KILLS M. P. 


Seventy-Year-Old Rider in Parliamen- 
tary Steeplechase Was Leading. 


LONDON, April 10.—The parliamentary 
steeplechases, which have not been run 
four three years, were revived on Satur- 
day. and were attended by a fatal acci- 
dent.

Sir William 
Grantham, Judge of the Queens Bench 
Division of the High Court of Justice, 
and the Right Hon. James William Low- 
ther, Speaker of the House, acted as 
Judges.

Wet Spots Mostly in the Slums, 
but No District in Brooklyn 
Lacked an Oasis.

Lockouts in Most Places Where the Sa- 
loons Did Business, and More Cau- 
tion Observed Tnan a Week Ago.” 





New York was dryer yesterday than it 
has been for many a Sunday—since the 
dayst when Theodore Roosevelt was @ 
Police Commissioner, some said. Most of 
the saloons not operating under Raines 
law hotel licenses decided not to take 
chances with Mayor Gaynor’s new plan 
of enforcing the liquor law. The saloon 
men had no way of knowing who the 
policemen were who had this work in 
hand, and remembering that last Sunday 
more than sixty of their number had their 
names submitted to the District Attorney 
as lawbreakers, most of them decided it 
would pay better not to keep open. 

All over Manhattan saloons which had 
not been closed on Sunday in years were 
shut tight yesterday, and only in a ‘few 
widely separated sections of the city was 
there anything resembling defiance of the 
law. Chinatown and the lower Bowery 
were in the defiant zones, Chinatown 
being perhapsethe most flagrant offender. 
A big batch of affidavits is expected from 
there. 

On the Bowery, although many sa- 
loons not operating under Raines law li- 
censes were doing business, it was not 
so easy to get a drink as in Chinatown. 
Most of the saloons had lookouts at the 
side doors, and admitted only such per- 
sons as they knew. “In the ‘“* Hell’s Kitch- 
en’”’ section, however, many saloons did 
business with little or no apparent at- 
tempt at concealment. 

In the Tenderloin, where the excise 
law has for years been looked upon as 
more of a joke than anything else, there 
was a real drought. Those saloons that 
did business only admitted those known 
to the man who swung open the side 
doors. The district higher uptown, while 
it had dozens of closed saloons which 
usually do a thriving back-room business 
on Sundays, had a few cautiously opened 
places, which, however, served only old 
customers. All of these places had 
* blinkies,’’ as they were known in the 
days of Mayor Strong, on the watch for 
plain-clothes men.

In other parts of the Bronx the 
saloons were either closed or did busi- 
ness only for those known to be safe, so 
far as excise enforcement was concerned. 

Brooklyn, however, had few “dry” 
spots. Side doors swung as merrily as 
usual in all parts of the borough, although 
some of the more careful of the liquor 
deaiers posted lcokouts to watch for un- 
familiar faces. But the fact that about 
thirty warrants had been issued on Sat- 


urday for saloon keepers who failed to 
expose their bars to view from the street 
last Sunday was the cause of many 
screens being removed. 

No announcement of the probable num- 
ber of affidavits to be submitted to Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman as a result of 
yesterday’s excise supervision was made 
by the police last night. All affidavits 
are expected to be in the hands of the 
District Attorney by to-morrow night. 
The .affidavits will be made on the new 
forms given to the police by Mr. Whit- 
man on Saturday. 

One excise arrest in the citv was re- 
ported, as against the two made a week 
ago. 


SHOCK KILLS WOMAN AT FIRE. 


Mrs. Scheuer Was Overcome While 
Fighting the Blaze—Others Faint. 


Samuel Scheuer, a policeman, connected 
with the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court, and his brother, Julius Scheuer, a 
cigar manufacturer, both of whom live at 
329 East Houston Street, went out last 
night, and Julius’s wife, Emma, went to 
call upon Mrs. Kate Scheuer, her sister- 
in-law.

‘CENTRAL GRANTS INCREASES. 


Telegraphers Get 10 Per Cent. Raise 
—Trainmen’s Strike Vote In. 


The railroad telegraphers of the entire 
/New York Central system were elated 
| yesterday over an! agreement entered into 
_late Saturday night between P. E. Crow- 
ley, Assistant General Manager of the 
New York Central Railroad, and M. G. 
Woolley, General Chairman of the Order 
of Railroad Telegraphers, by which the 
men at the keys receive a salary increase 
of 10% per cent. The signatures were uf- 
fixed April 9, but the increase will be al- 
lowed from April: 1.° It is the largest 
increase ever granted to telegraphers. 

A statement given out by the men to- 
night says that under the terms of the 


agreement, the Order of Railroad ‘Tele- 
graphers is now recognized as the offi- 
cial representative of the following em- 
ployes: Any employe required to perform 
the duties of a-telegrapher, and agents 
who are not required to telegraph as 
shown in wage schedule, signalman, lever- 
man, and telephone operators connected 
with the movement of trains. . 

The increase amounts to about $200,0v0

TWO KILLED IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Four Hip Sing Men Shot and a Third 
‘Is Expected to Die. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 10.—Two China- 
men were shot and killed and several per- 
sons. were injured by wila shots.and by 
bcing trampled in a stampede to-night in 
Race and Cherry Streets, between Ninth 
ard Tenth, Philadeiphia’s Chinatown. 

One of the shootings happened at 9138 
Race Street, on the third floor kitchen 
of*a restaurant, and the other at 9v7 
Cherry Street, in the grocery of On San 
Wo. Both occurred at practically the 
Same time. | 

Shorily before midnight a Chinaman 
walked into 913 Race Sireet, and, proceed- 
ing to the kitchen, opened fire upon the 
cook. / There were several shots and the 
man dropped. The restaurant, on the sec- 
ond floor, was crowded, and there was an 
immediate flight toward the narrow exits. 
Habitues of 911 also poured into the 
place as the only exit to the street. In 
this crush several persons were injured. 

Two Chinamen,: both in American 
clothes, walked into the grocery in Cherry 
Street and with a polite bow presented a 
letter. As the man to whom it was hand- 
ed began to read the strangers began 
firing, and the receiver of the note, Chu 
Nong, fell with several bullets in his body 
and died. This place, too, was filled with 
men, and there ensued a wild-rush to the 
door. The strangers. kept on firing. 

Jung Tong, a partner of the grocery 
proprietor, closed with one of the men, 
only to receive two shots from behind. 
Then the assailants ran into the street, 
with Jung Tong in pursuit. . He fell at 
Cherry and Hutchinson Streets, and was 
taken to a hospital. He is not expected 
to live. Hoy Nung was badly wounded

RATES TO PACIFIC REDUCED 





Investigation Shows $69,000,000 Requ- 
lar Dividends and $95,000,000 Divis- 
ions of Surplus in Eleven Years. 





WASHINGTON, April 10.—The Inter- 
Etate Commerce Commission, in a decision 
to-day, holds it to be ‘“‘ unjust and unrea- 
sonable’ for. the Puilman Company, to 
charge equally, for the upper and lower 
berths in its sleeping cars. Differential 
charges are commanded in several in- 
stances, and Pullman rates from Chicago 
to the Pacific are ordered reduced. 

The commission ruled that thé present 
Pullman rate of $12 from St. Paul to the 
Pacific Coast was too high, and ordered 
it reduced to $10. The present rate of $12 
for an upper berth is ordered reduced to 
$8.50. , Ah ate 

A short nieht'’s journey, the comnniission 
holds, should ‘not carry a rate of muore 
than $1.50 for a lower berth and $1.10 for 
an upper. The rate of $2, which the com- 
pany has maintaincd from St. Paul to 
Fargo, N. D,, 242-miles, is ordered re- 
duced accordingly. 

The prevailing upper berth rate of $1.50 
is reduced to $1.10 between St. Paul and 
Superior, Wis., and the upper berth rate 
between Si.. Paul and Grand Forks is re- 
duced from $2 to $1.50. The rates pre- 
vailing are approved for lower berths. 

The investigation of the sleeping car 
company’s contracts, general system of 
charges, .and earnings revealed annua! 
dividends of nearly $00,000,000 from i890 
to 1908S, inclusive. . 

It also showed that the amount carried 
to surplus annually did not fall far short 
of the annual] dividends of 8 per cent.: 
that in 1898 a cash dividend of $7,200,000 
was paid out of accumulated surplus; in 
1899 a special stock dividend of 3) per 
cent., amounting to $18,060,000, was de- 
clared, and in 1907 another of 36 per 
cent., amounting to $26,015,256, was divid- 
ed. During a period of eleven years 351,- 
400,000 in special cash and stock dividentis 
were paid. in addition to the annual ones. 

In 1898 the stock of the company was 
increased from $36,000,000 to $100,000,000, 
of which $20,000,000 is accounted for by 
the acquisition of the Wagner Palace Car 
Company. The remainder of the increase, 
&24,000,000,- represents -capitalization of 
surplus. The record shows that no adii- 
tional capital was put in,

PROJECT IS NON-SECTARIAN 





Secretary of the Federation of Labor 
Says it Will Be an Open Forum, 
Where Each May Speak His Mind.

Says Demand for State Enforcement , 























of Law Is Due to Their Neglect 
—Citizens Too Indifferent. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 10..-Local option in a 
*““ workable ’’ form for residential sections 
of cities and a shortering of the time 
during which saloons may. be. open are 
recommended by Maynard N. Clement, 
State Excise Commissioner, in his an- 
nual report which will be submitted to the 
Legislature to-morrow night. Mr. Clem- 
ent also writes a defense of the Raines 
law and asks if the clamor for State en- 
forcement of the Liquor Tax lew is a con- 
fession that home rule is a failure. 

Mr. Clement would have a law to com- 
pel saloons in cities of the first and 
second class to close from midnight until 
6 o’clock A. M.; in cities of the third 
class and large villages from 11 P. M. 
to 6 A. M., and in smaller villages from 
10 P. M. to 6 A. M. Under the present 
law saloons may open at 5 A. M. and 
continue business until 1 the next morning, 
except on Saturdays, when business must 
cease at midnight. The Commissioner 
believes the shorter hours would accom- 
plish excise reform which would be niore 
effective than the éxtension of local op- 
tion to the cities. 

It is shown that there are 27,692 liquor 
iNcenses in force in the State, or one for 
each 291 inhabitants. Liquor dealers 
have gone on record during the last year 
in favor of limiting the number of liquor 
places to one for every 500 inhabitants, 
while disinterested persons say the ratio 
Should be one saloon to every 730 or 
1,000 inhabitants. Mr. Clement does not 
favor drastic changes in the law in this 
respect, but believes the issuance of li- 
censes for new places should be restricted. 
He recommends that any increase in the 
number of licensed places existing on 
Jan. 1, 1910, be prohibited by law, that 
hereafter no rebates be given on surrend- 
ered certificates, and that the provision of 
law allowing the transfer of a license 


from one person to another be repealed. --

compare favorably as to virtue and obedi- 
ence to law with any others in the civil- 
ized world. That society is undergoing a 
moral uplift {s in evidence on every hand. 
Standards are higher both In public and in 
private life than ever before. More is re- 
quired of public servants, and better work 
is being done by them than at any pre- 
vious time in the history of the State. 
This amendment cf public sentiment will 
promote obedience to law in a greater de- 
gree than can possibly result from amend- 
ments of the statutes themselves. 
Reference is made in the report of the 
Commissioner to the intention to reintro- 
duce the Committee of Fourteen bill of 
last vear, with the Sunday opening clause 
‘eliminated. The measure provides for 
an inerease in the number of special 
State agents. Mr, Clement Says: 


If by this proposed increase ft ts intended 
s0 to change the character and enlarge the 
scope of departmental supervision work as 
to constitute the special agent force prac- 
tically a limited, State constabulary having 
oversight and control over the liquor traffic 
alone, a serious question is presented involv- 
ing a radical change in the policy of the 
State in the extension of State contrel in the 
place of local contro] or home rule, but lim- 
iting it in its application to the liquor traf- 
fic, which is only one of the several causes 
that contribute to disorder in the commu- 
nity. 

Are we prepared to concede that so far 
as local police supervision of the liquor 
traffic is concerned, home rule—so long 
highly cherished in declamation—is success- 
ful only in theory, and in practice a fail- 
ure, because of the indifference of the peo- 
ple to an extent that justifies intervention 
by the State? 

The remedy is not to change the system, 
but to change the man higher up, who is 
responsible in nine cases out of ten for po- 
lice demoralization. This can only be done 
by intelligent actlon on the part of the peo- 
ple who rule; it cannot be done by those 
who serve, nor by changing the law. 

There is altogether too much clamor for 
the correction by new laws of old evils that 
are wholly due to an indifferent discharge 
of the plain duty that our system of gov- 
ernment devolves on citizens. 


During the last fiscal year the total ex-

PARADE IN BERLIN 


Socialists and Radicals, 120,000 
Strong,,March Through Streets 
Magically Cleared of Police. 








ALL IN MILITARY ORDER 





At Bugle Signal Mass Meeting Votes 
to Fight for Equal Ballot Till 
Victory Is Won. 





BERLIN, April 10.—At least 120,000 So- 
cialists and Radicals took part to-day in 
the most impressive demonstration ever 
held in Berlin in favor of suffrage reform 
in Russia. From 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the streets echoed with the measured 
tread of marching men—earnest-looking 
individuals—from every precinct in the 
city, whose way led toward the Humboldt 
Main, the Friedrichshain, ang Treptow 
Park, where Police ‘Commissioner von 
Jagow had sanctioned open air meetings. 

Owing to the recent outspoken criticism 
of the police methods in the repression 
of popular expression of the will, the 
Police Commissioned had withdrawn his 
former prohibition, on assurance from the 
Socialist leaders that no disturbances 
would occur, and that traffic would not 
be disturbed. Men and woman gathered 
at the district headquarters of the So- 
cialists at an early hour, and from there 
marched off in groups of 100, under con- 
trol of stewards wearing red armbands, 
toward thea allotted meeting places. 

There was no shouting or singing as the 
crowds passed through the streets, from 
which the police seemed to have disap- 
peared as if by magis. The squads ar- 
rived at the parks about 1 o’clock with 
military precision. There they gathered 
around sixteen improvised and numbered 
platforms, from which at the sound of 
a bugle Sociaiist and Radical members 
of the Reichstag and Landtag began ad- 
dresses, in which they vehemently de- 
nounced the injustices of the present sys- 
tem of elctions. For an hour and a half 
th orators continued amid deafening 
cheers, and at 2:30 another bugle sounded, 
and for one minute utter silence pre- 
valled. 

Then a resolution, declaring that it was 


the determination of those gathered 
gether to fight for reform until victory 
had been won for the people, was passed 
by acclamation. Enthusiastic scenes en- 
sued, an@ there was great cheering for 
the rights of the democracy, while 100,- 
000 voices broke into the stirring strains 
of-th eWorkman’s Marseillaise and the 
Song of Freedom, but they disisted on 
orders from the leaders. . 

The meeting then disbanded, the origi- 
nal groups marching off as they had 
come, without the slightest disorder. The 
entire Berlin garrison was confined to bar- 
racks all day as a measure of precaution, 
but the services of the military were not 
required. 

Twelve meetings were held in halls in 
the suburbs, and these also passed off 
without untoward incident. The_ most 
significant features of to-day’s manifesta- 
tion were the orderly manner in which 
it was conducted, the police in the future 
having no reason for refusing Socialists’ 
requests for open air assemblages, and 
the co-operation between the Socialists 
and Radicals, this being the first time in 
which they joined in such a demonstra- 
tion, indicating the depth of feeling 
among the workers regarding the neces- 
sity of suffrage reform. 

Commissioner von Jagow, who, in civil- 
ian clothes, looked on at the demonstra- 
tion, was utterly surprised at the disci- 
pline and good order.

Bishop David H. Greer, who presided.

‘he temper among Protestant ministers 
as a result of Bishop Greer’s speech, is 
shown by the action of the Rev. Dr. 
Charles H. Parkhurst. To the wish of 
Bishop Greer*that he be allowed to or- 
dain all other Protestant ministers, the 
pastor of the Madison Square Presbvy- 
terian Church is said to have sent word 
tuo Bishop Greer that he is ready to be 
ordained by the Episcopal Bishop at any 
time the Episcopal Bishop is ready to be 
ordained by him. It could not be learned 
yesterday what repiy the Bishop sent, 

Other Protestant ministers admitted 


i they had been talking a good deal among 


their trieuds on the subject, but all de- 
clined to taik for publication. 

Bishop Greer'’s request for all ministers 
to preach yesterday on Christian unity 
was generally obeyed, but the Rev. George 
Alexander Strong, in Christ Church for- 
tified behind recent statements by Bish- 
op oDane of Albany and Bishop Brent 
of the Philippines said some sharp things 
yesterday. The attitude of most Bpisco- 
palians toward other Christian bodies he 
called ‘*‘ ecclesiastical snobbery,’’ and the 
assumption they often make concerning 
their position in the Christian world, he 
called 
Christian men-and women.” 

‘Christianity has lost its moral leader- 
ship in a great part of the world,”’ he 
said, ‘‘and one reason is its division. 
Such division will never be healed while 
some parties maintain a ‘holier than 
thou’ attitude.’’ 

Speaking on apostolic succession, the 
Rev. Dr. Charles E. Jefferson, Congrega- 
tionalist, said in his sermon vesterday 
that Congregationalists are wrong in not 
insisting upon Ordination by priests who 
have been ordained by those who pre- 
ceded them, and so on back to Chriet. 

When the present Broadway Tabernacle 
was opened, a few years ago, he said, 
the late Bishop Potter was present, and 
said that his own ordination came from 
above, that of the Tabernacle pastor from 
below. It took both Bishop and pastor 
to explain that the Bishop’s ordination 
had come down through a long line, like 
that of Kings, while the pastor's ordina- 
tion was from the people. One was mon- 
archical, the other democratic. 

To-morrow the second conference ifs to 
be held. The Rev. Dr. C. F. Aked is to 
preside and Mayor Gaynor is to speak, 
but it Is expected that he will take no 
side in the controversy.

Ahuzito was arrested last evening as he 
was running from the entrance of 311 
East 111th Street. The arrest was brought 
about by relatives of the dead boy, Dom- 
inick A. Flazelli, who died on March 29 
last, the day following the one on which 
he drank a ‘quantity of anisette, alleged 
to have been sold to John Fiazelli, his 
father, by the prisoner. 

Fiazelli lives at 311 Fast liith Street. 
It was on March 28 that Dominick re- 
turned from school and begged his mother 
for a penny. She’ didn’t: give it. to him, 
and the boy sulked and finally crawled 
under a bed. There he found a bottle of 
anisette and swallowed about a pint of 
the cordial. Soon afterward he was 
seized with convulsions, and. died the fol- 
lowing day. 

The police say they received many com- 
plaints from persons who declared that 
a wine agent had given them counterfeit 
money in change. Last evening as Po- 
licemen Reilly and Hogan were standing 
at llith Street.and First Averiue Rosé 
Fiarelll, a cousin of, the dead boy, ran 
to them and whispered that the suspected 


salesman was then in the Fiazelli home 
trving to sell more of the cordial. The 
policemen arrested him. They say he 
threw away two counterfeit bills. 


‘RAGTIME’ PREACHING SCORED 


Bishop McIntyre Denounces Sermons 
on Politics, Literature, and Travel. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., April 10.—‘‘ Rag- 
tite preaching,” with poetry, politics, lit- 
erature, and travel-as themes, was con- 
demned to-day by Bishop McIntyre of 
St. Paul, Minn., in an address to the 
candidates seeking admission to the Troy 
Methodist Conference.

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THE RISKS OF LABOR.

“" eppointed last year, which has made a 


a, 


remarkably thorough and intelligent 
ube of the limited time at its disposal. 
The report and the measures submitted 
with it deserve carefut and favorable 
consideration for three substantial rea- 
sons: Because very serious evils exist 
of a moral and economic natures; be- 
cause the legislation proposed is logic- 
ally and practically directed to those 
evils, and because the remedies pre- 
sented are tentative and can be ex- 
tended or modified as experience shall 
show the need. We may add—and it is 
no small matter—that the Commission 
does not suggest many new detailed 
provisions of law or any elaborate ad- 


pre dition to the machinery of ddministra- 
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tion. On the contrary, the system pro- 
posed is intended to be, and doubtless 
will prove to be, in great degree opera- 
tive through direct dealings between 
employers and employés, with as little 
occasion as possibie for litigation. 

The one fact in the present situation 
that stands out clearly and is not dis- 


puted is that there is enormous loss of, 


life and serious or permanent injury, 
with still greater temporary injury, in 
the industries of the State. During the 
three years ending with 1909 there were 
reported to the Labor Department 853 
deaths, 11,933 serious injuries, and 
B7,937 temporary injuries. In this de- 
struction of life and permanent or tem- 
porary impairment of the ability to 
work, three parties suffer. Primarily 
the dependents of workmen and the 
workmen themselves: then the com- 
munity at large, which loses the labor 
of the killed or disabled and must sup- 
port the dependents, and, finally, the 
employers, whose loss is partly mate- 
tial and, still more, moral, arising from 
the friction unavoidable in relations 
resulting in such cruel suffering in the 
class with which they must co-operate. 
{n dealing with this undisputed state of 
things, three objects have been pursued 
by the Commission, first to secure the 
greatest attainable degree of justice in 
the treatment of the direct sufferers, 
whether workmen or their employers; 
second, the distribution of inevitable 
loss as widely and as equitably as prac- 
ticable; third, as far as may be, to 
check and prevent the loss and injury 
due to industrial risks. 

The Commission proposes a radical 
change in the principle governing com- 
pensation for injuries. There is no 
denying that. But the change is one 
that has been made in nearly every in- 
dustrial nation in the world except our 
own, and the manner of change sug- 
gested is as moderate and conservative 
as is consistent with accomplishing any 
good. In the United States we still ad- 
here. to the principle of the old English 
common law, which in substance is 
that the employer shall be held ac- 
countable only for his willful negligence 
or misconduct. This ‘principle, which 
was fair enough a century since, 
ignores the plain fact that, with the in- 
troduction of machinery and the very 
great extension and development of 
that machinery and its uses, there have 
grown up literally inevitable and inher- 
ent risks, the suffering and loss from 
which now fall on those least respon- 
sible for danger and least capable of 
sustaining the burden. Under the old 
law, which is generally the law in this 
country, not only is the employers’ lia- 
bility limited, but it is still further re- 
duced by two collateral requirements. 
One is that the complainant workman 
must show affirmatively that he was 
hot guilty of Contributive negligence; 
the other is that the employer cannot 
be held for the consequences of the con- 
duct of a fellow-servant of the sufferer, 
To these requirements must be added 
the general legal doctrine that the 
workman assumes the risks inherent in 
his calling. In the coks of this intricate 
legal machinery and its workings the 
workman is caught, often helplessly. 

The change that the Commission pro- 


poses, and which, as we have said, is 


unquestionably radical, is substantially 


that the employer shall be accountable 


for injuries to his employés, in certain 
specified classes of exceedingly dan- 
gerous employment, unless the person 


injured can be shown affirmatively to 
have been willfully negligent or to have}. 
violated reasonable rules imposed for 
his safety and that of his fellows. The 
plea of contributive negligence is not 
‘abolished, but it is made a plea in de- 
fense and the burden of proof is upon 
the employer. The plea of risk from a 





authority over others, or. who is 
charged with inspection. These are the 
substantial modifications of the situa- 
tion of the injured workman.e But 
within the eight classes of trade speci- 
fied in the bill prepared by the Com- 
mission, provision is made for compul- 
sory compensation in case of accident. 
The scale of compensation is substan- 
tial but does not appear unduly liberal 
Broadly speaking, it is four years’ pay 
at the rate of earning when the acci- 
dent occurs, if the workman is killed, 
but not exceeding $3,000; in case,of in- 
jury disabling the workman for more 
than two weeks, the compensation is 
one-half his average earnings less 
what he may receive in benefit 
or allowance from his employer and 
less any wage he may be capable of 
earning, the gross amount not to ex- 
ceed damage suffered, or to be more 
than $10 a week, or to extend over 
more than eight years. In England, 
where the wage.is lower, the total is 
limited to three years’ earnings. The 
injured person or his representatives 
have the option to take this compensa- 
tion, or to sue under the general law, 
but cannot have both. 

The underlying idea of the obligatory 
compensation is that if paid by the em- 
ployer the amount car? be recovered in 
higher prices to the consumer, and this 
is probably correct In a general way, 
where the law is broadly applied. In 
this way the loss is expected to be dis- 
tributed widely in the community and 
not to fall with undue weight on any 
small portion. Especially it will not 
fall as at present on the injured per- 
sons and their dependents, who obvi- 
ously are least able to bear it. On the 
other hand, it is expected, and the ex- 
pectation is reasonable, that obligatory 
compensation will render the employers 
more careful and energetic in the pre- 
vention of injury and in the adoption of 
safety appliances: 
judged by experience in other countries 
this result has substantially been at- 
tained. ‘The alternative to this plan is 
the plan of obligatory insurance, of 
which there are several forms in opera- 
tion {in other countries, as well as some 
that are only partly obligatory. There 
are obstacles deemed by the Commis- 
sion to be insuperable, mainly Consti- 
tutional, to the introduction of these 
plans in our law. The classes of in- 
dustry to which the law proposed is to 
be applied are those of dangerous con- 
struction, those requiring the use of 
compressed air, explosives, high electric 
currents, and general railway work. Of 
course it is recognized that there are 
other occupations that logically might 
be included, but it fs reasoned that 
there can be no serious dispute as to 
these specified, and the list can be ex- 
tended if it seers best after experience. 

Whatever may be the outcome, Sena- 
tor WAINWRIGHT and his associates are 
entitled to hearty commendation for the 
careful and thorough way in which 
they have done their work, and for the 
impartial and candid spirit tn which 
they have tried to consider all interests 
involved, 








MR. BECKWITH’S DEPARTURE. 

The determination of Mr. CARROLL 
BECKWITH, a distinguished painter and 
a good citizen, to give up his residence 
in New York will cause much regret. 
His services to American art will, of 
course, not be lessened while he is in 
Rome. The pictures he paints there 
will be as worthy as those he has 
painted here, and his fame will still be 
cherished by his countrymen. Living 
abroad he will increase the credit of 
American art abroad, like Mr. SARGENT, 
Mr. ABBEY, and Mr. SHANNON. Never- 
theless the presence and personal influ- 
ence of Mr. BECKWITH will be missed 
here by his fellow-Academicians and 
the other artists and art amateurs of 
the community, while, by his self-chos- 
en exile, New York will lose an ener- 
getic, ._public-spirited citizen, of clear 
views and the power to express them, a 
forcible and constructive critic of pub- 
lic matters. 

Particularly interesting of late has 
been Mr. BECKWITH’S expression of his 
ideas as to the needs of Central Park. 
He believes that much of the landscape 
architecture of our principal pleasure 
ground is antiquated and requires im- 
provement. His plan to remove the 
ugly wall and terrace the sides and 
ends of the Park deserves cordial ap- 
proval. The wall ought to go. Much 
can be done to make Central Park more 
beautiful. The plan to extend the wide 
avenue called the Mall northward with- 
out interruption would require radical] 
changes which are not likely to be 
made. But the city will miss Mr. 
BEeckwIiTH, his enthusiasm and his 
ideas. 
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POLITICIANS’ BOOKKEEPING. 
When the curiosity of Ali Baba was 
aroused as to the business of the Forty

This 
rule has never been observed as to 
moneys collected for partisan uses, 
partly, no doubt, because these uses 
often will not bear the light of day, 
and partly because it is not to the 
profit of the men who handle the money 
to give too close an account of either its 
source or its destination. 

Indeed, there is nothing more curious 
in the history of representative institu- 
tions than the development of a party 
system of finance involving large sums 
as to which accountability hardly ex- 
ists. Naturally the opportunity for dis- 
honest practices is great. When, there- 
fore, Mr. ALDRIDGH says as to money 
shown to have been taken by him from 
a person interested in legislation he had 
promoted that he used it ‘“‘ for the Re- 
publican Party,” it is unfortunate for 
him that the statement is incapable of 
anything like conclusive confirmation. 
He simply voluntarily ranges himself 
in the ranks of a class of men noto- 
riously loose in their money dealings, 
and his association with them is reason 
for discredit rather than for credit. 
They are an unwholesome class, and it 
may be said of most of them that, un- 
like the gallant family of whom Hinip 
sang: 

Their. hearts are little, though their

JAMES T. WOODWARD.

tion of banking’resources to check or 
avert alarm and panic. | 

Mr. Woopwarp was frequently con- 
sulted by officials in Washington, and 
his letter books, if they could see the 
light, would be found to contain many 
communications to Presidents or Secre- 
taries of the Treasury abounding in 
wise counsels and practical suggestions.

Mr. WoopwaRp was a banker of long 
experience, but he had some qualities 
which experience does not ‘always 
bring. His inflexible adherence to 
sound and safe banking methods and 
practices was proverbial. He insisted 
that his bank should engage in no 
transaction that would not bear the full 
light of day and undergo without criti!- 
cism the scrutiny of bank examiners, 
of his own Directors, and of himself, 
and he was the most severe of all. He 
demonstrated that it was possible to 
build up a great and prosperous bank 
without departing in the least from 
sound practice. 

Mr. Woopwarp loved his broad do- 
main in Maryland, which he kept up in 
something like the state that was very 
much more common before the war 
than now. He was a loyal and wise 
friend of the South. He deplored as 
the soundest Democrats of the South 
have always deplored the fatuous per- 
sistence of the Southern Democracy in 
floundering always in the bog of Bry- 
anism. By good counsels and by his 
influence he did what he could to res- 
cue his party, but In vain. 

While in business matters men may 
sometimes have felt that Mr. Woop-

A Mother 
with a 
Grievance.

Doctors are very fond 
of discussing among 
themselves the . physical 
and psychical peculiari- 
ties of us common -people, 
and anybody who has agcess to their 
“literature,” especially its periodical por- 
tlon, can find many descriptions, somo, 
instructive, some amusing, and all inter- 
esting, of our assorted queernesses. We are 
Shown as good patients and bad, as pay- 
ing and not paying our bills, as lamenta- 
bly inclined toward patent medicines and 
healing fads~as almost everything, in- 
deed, except plain ordinary human beings, 
not very different from the doctors them- 
selves and rather resentful of the pro- 
fessional habit of treating us as creatures 
of an inferior order. 

And rarely indeed do the doctors realize 
that, just as they study,patients, so the 
patients study them, and arrive at con- 
clusions strangely at variance from the 
laboriously inculcated doctrine that all 
doctors, regularly educated end licensed, 
are inexhaustible wells of infallible sci- 
ence. We are able, as an illustration of 
the way in which doctors are analyzed 
and judged by those who are supposed 
to accept their every word with rever- 
ence, to quote a few lines recently writ- 
ten by a mother whose little boy had 
been subjected to a difficult and delicate 
operation, the success of which was hoped 
rather than expected. She writes: 7 

Dr. —— tried to explain it all to me, ana I 

think I have it all down. It was an awft! 
shock, although I knew the attempt would 
be something of an experiment. But it was 
too near the operation for me to be able to 
stand anything except encouragement. I 
didn’t fall down—I sat down. I don’t be- 
lieve he knew. I wouldn’t let that man see 
me cry or faint if I had to bite off my 
tongue to prevent it. Human beings are 
all either specimens or instruments to him. 
The mother specimen, in his books, is all 
emotion and impulse, and a rather useless 
instrument, but this specimen isn’t going 
to give him any data from which to prove 
his proposition. I feel as if I hate him 
most of the time, but if he has saved my 
boy’s leg IJ can worship him. 

The sense of grievance here expressed 
is a curious one, and not easy of «xplana- 
tion, but somehow, evidently, che well-in- 
tentioned surgeon managed to make him- 
self seem to the mother what he almost 
certainly was not—only @ scientist, coldly 
and impersonally dealing with a “‘ case.” 


When District At- 
torney WHITMAN said 
last week of the dis- 
position, made of a 
. case by the Special 
Sessions Justices, ‘‘It was an absolutely 
illegal proceeding,” an issue was raised 
which can hardly be allowed to remain 
unsettled. 

What the Justices did was to allow a 
man charged with breaking the auto- 
mobile speed law to plead guilty as a first 
offender, though it was on record and 
known that he hed already been once con- 
victed and fined for the same offense. 
This was done because, in the opinion of 
the court, the penalty prescribed for a 
second offense was in this instance too 
wevere, and the Justices preferred to in- 
flict the fine provided for a first offense 
as better, on the one hand, than letting 
the man go without punishment, or, on 
the other, imposing an excessive sentence. 
That is what Mr. WuITMAN calls “an ab- 
solutely fllegal proceeding,’’ while in the 
eyes of the Justices it is the assumption 
and exercise of a necessary discretion, 

The controversy is evidently one for 
expert decision, but to most laymen, espe- 
cially to those who have had a few nar- 
row escapes from death under the whecle 
of overspeeded and carelessly run auto- 
mobiles, the inclination will be to side 
with the District Attorney. A particu- 
larly audacious layman, indeed, might 
venture the suggestion that, while the 
Justices may possibly be correct in thelr 
contention that the law as it stands im- 
properly restricts their discretionary pow- 
ers, their province is to enforce the law 
rather than to ignore or even to amend it. 

A second offense is not really turned 
into a first offense by calling it one, and, 
after all, the law is not so terribly rigid, 
since it permits the Justices, not only to 
suspend the second offender’s sentence 
altogether if they choose, but they can 
fine him anywhere between $50 and $100 
should they not want to go the length of 
imprisoning him for thirty days. Most 
automobilists would survive even the se- 
verest of these penalties, and any auto- 
mobilist with fairly decent luck—and in- 
tentions—can avoid them all if he only 
will.

Dr. Rusby Sounds Warning that 
a Raid Is Planned on the 
Pharmacopoeia. 








BOGUS DRUGS HELD ABROAD 





Declares Vast Quantities Will Flood 
This Country if Book of Federal 
Standards Is Impaired. 





Declaring that an organized and very 
powerful effort is being made to rob the 


| United States Pharmacopoeia, at its com- 


ing revision in Washington on ‘May 10 of 
standard tests for strength and purity of 
medicinal drugs that enter into the pre- 
scriptions for patients throughout the Na- 
tion, and that commercial interests are 
striving to prevent the introduction of 
further standards ‘and to degrade still 
others, Dean Henry H. Rusby of the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy of Columbia University, 
the United States expert on the qualifi- 
cations of drugs entering this port and 
pharmacognosist for the Health Depart- 
ment of New York City, yesterday gave 
to THE Times a statement anticipating 
the meeting to-night at the College of 
Pharmacy of the New York Branch of 
the American Phamaceutical Association, 
of which he is the National President. At 
this meeting the principles on which the 
book of Federal standards is to be revised 
will be thoroughly discussed. Dr,| Rusby’s 
statement is prepared especially to be 
laid before the convention at Washington 
of the American Pharmaceutical Associa-~ 
tion May 7-9, when the principles that 
will guide the revisers are to be finally 
thrashed out. ‘‘ But I regard it as of 
high importance,” he said. yesterday, 
‘that this matter be first presented to 
the public, whom it primarily and vitally 
concerns.”’ 

. Dr. Rusby says he is not only opposing 
the commercial interests, but “‘ a relative- 
ly small group of physicians who insist 
that drugs of which they disapprove, no 


| matter how widely they are used in pre- 


scriptions of the majority of the profes- 


-sion, shall be thrust out of the book of} 


standards, thus depriving the Govern- 
ment of power to require that they be of 
definite purity and strength.”’ 

Here is the ffrst installment of the 
statement, that relating to the ppysicians’ 
part In revising the Pharmacopoela being 
withheld for later publication: 

‘‘The effect of Federal recognition of 
the standards set by the United States 
Pharmacopoeia since the enactment of 
the Federal pure drugs law has been to 
reduce serious adulterations and imper- 
fections to about 10 per cent. of what 
they were five years ago. 

‘But the rigid enforcement of stand- 
ards has engendered the bitter antagonism 
of foreign agencies ‘concerned in the pro- 
duction and importation to this country 
of medicinal drugs. The doctors of the 
United States depend upon foreign sources 
for the bulk—certainly 80 per cent., prob- 
ably 90 per cent.—of the drugs they pre- 
scribe for patients. Within two years 
enormous quantities of spurious and de- 
fective drugs have been rejected at this 
and other ports and reshipped to Eu- 
rope. There they have been again re- 
jected by the health officers of England, 
Germany, and other countries. 

“I have most trustworthy reports that 
the drug warehouses at Trieste, Amster- 
dam, Hamburg, and other important cen- 
tres abroad are stuffed to overflowing 
with these worthless medicaments, and 
with still greater quantities of drugs that 
have been withheld from sfipment to the 
United States out of the conviction that 
they would be turned back. I am also in- 
formed that their owners are waiting in 
the. beHef, encouraged by commercial in- 
terests on this side, that the standards in 
the next Pharmacopoeia will be so modl- 
fied as to let down the bars for their ad- 
mission. 

‘For one illustration out of many, take 
the case of asafetida. Before the Fed- 
eral law was enacted the asafetida im- 
ported into this country was abominable 
in quality—so bad, indeed, that at the 
next preceding revision of the Pharma- 
copoeia the advice was given to abolish 
the standard for this drug, it being rep- 
resented that otherwise we could not get 
sufficient supplNes. The Revision Com- 
mittee resisted this temptation and adopt- 
ed a standard which, though applicable 
only to an adulterated article—it is de- 
plorable that they were compelled to per- 
mit any degree of adulteration—never- 
theless assured a fairly good article. Ags 
a result, after the enactment of the Fed- 
eral drugs law the asafetida arriving in 
this port became unobjectionable, its qual. 
ity running even above that required. 

‘‘ Within the last sixty days, however, 
conditions have absolutely changed. The 
supplies of asafetida now arrive in & 
highly adulterated condition, the adul- 
terants being of the grossest and crudest, 
Of course these inferior shipments have 
been made at this particular time with 
the intent of influencing the Pharma- 
copoela Revision Committees again to lower 
its standard. 

“Unquestionably there exists in the 
drug trade of this country a very power- 
ful element that aids and abets foreign 
dealers in their efforts to invade our. 
ports with objectionable stocks of drugs. 
One of the New York drug trade jour 
nals has lately sounded its war cry by 
an open denial of facts about the adul- 
teration of foreign supplies of drugs, 
abundantly proved by the Federal au- 
thorities. Those working behind this pub- 
lication seek .to reduce and degrade the 
drug standards in the forthcoming revi- 
sion of the Pharmacopoeia, and to pre- 
vent the introduction of more and better 
standards. If they succeed, our ports 
will immediately be flooded by the objec- 
tionable merchandise awaiting the signal 
to come in. Inasmuch as these drugs 
make up the bulk of the druggists’ stocks, 
why should they not be held to standards 
of purity and quality? ! 

“The book of standards for strength 
and purity of drugs as recognized by the 
Federal Government is primarily for the 
benefit of the sick people of the Nation. 
Their interest is paramount. : It Hes 
above the professional interest of physi- 
cians and the commercial, interest of 
pharmacists and manufacturing chemists. 

“What is the benefit of such a book? 
Without the standards which it provides. 
neither the medical nor the pharmaceuti- 
cal profession can authoritatively identify, 
administer, compound, or prescribe medici- 
nal drugs for patients, nor can any legal 
authority enforce purity and definite de- 
grees of strength.” é

FOREIGN SUBWAYS. 








The Lesson for New York from Lon 
don and Paris. 


To the Ddttor of The New York Timea: 

New Yorkers seem to be clamoring for an 
independent system of Subways. In so doing, 
I wonder if they have studied the lesson that 
has been so dearly learned by the City or 
London, and of which she now so sadly la- 
ments? In London there are six separate and 
distinct underground tubes, with no physical 
connection. The result of this is that a passen- 
ger wanting to go from a station on any one 
of these tubes is compelled to pay 2 separate 
fare to each of the companies operating these 
individual tubes, in addition to being com- 
pelied to detrain, walk up étairs and perhape 
a block or more before he can continue to 
destination. 

How much better they do things across the 
channel. In Parig there is one system oi 
municipally owned Subways, operated in its 
entirety by one company, and all for a single 
fare within gpecified zones. The result: Last 
year all of London’s underground lines carried 
in round numbers only 166,000,000 passen- 
gers, while in Paris, a smaller city, the unified 
system carried the astounding total of 282,- 
000,000 passengers. London has seen the error 
ef her way, and a@ bill is now pending in Par. 
liament providing for the amalgamation or 
three of her underground tubes. The other 


will doubtless soon fall in line. 
All of which brings us face to face with a 
problem that New York is now trying to solve. 
If the proposed Broadway-Lexington Avenue 
line is constructed, either with city or private 
funds, and not operated by the Interborough, 
It will Place every man, woman, and chile 
wanting to go from a station on the present 
Subway to a station on the Broadway-Lexing: 
ton Avenue line, or vice versa, upon a tén- 
cent basis. In other words, the prospective 
senger will be compelled to pay two fares 
for ounetiy the same service that the Interbor.

Her “ Paganism Immortal” Becomes a 
Manicurist Busy with “A Pagan’s” 


Hands—Lion Chained to Frame. 





The nineteenth annual séance of the 
Society of American Fakirs will open for 
the entertainment of the public in the 
National Academy of Design Buslding, in 
West Fifty-seventh Street, between 
Broadway and Seventh Avenue, this after- 
noon, and the promoters, the American 
painters and sculptors of the future, say 
there is every prospect that the show will 
eclipse any ever before given by the 
Fakirs of the past. The eighty-fifth an- 
nual exhibition of the National Academy 
of Design is going on now, and all the 
fakes that have been prepared by the 
younger artists and art students were in- 

spired by the canvases or marbles dis- 
played in the South, Centre, and Vander- 
bilt galleries on the first floor. 

All of the Fakirs are students of the 
Art Students’ League, and for weeks past 
these young men and women have been 
busy night and day getting ready for the 
séance, without which no National 
Academy exhibition would be complete. 
In addition to the exhibition of fake can- 
vases there also will be the annual show, 
which this year is to be a psychic affatr, 
and which is programmed as ‘“ New 
York's videst amusement enterprise, a 
triumph of scenic supremacy and dazzling 
wonders.”’ 

All day yesterday the students were 
busy hanging their fakes and rehearsing 
their show. The fakes, as usual, will be 
displayed in the south room on the third 
floor. There will be hundreds of clever 
take-offs on the works of the famous 
artists on view two floors below. Paint, 
wool, wood, grease, iron, clay, in fact 
every material that possibly could be used 
in burlesquing, have been used in making 
the fakes, and there was a reason. That 
reason the art students solemnly announce 
is as follows: 

‘We do those who are well to do in 
order to do for those who are unable to 
do what they would like to do for them- 
selves.”’ 

Every notable canvas, as well as most 
of the figures in marble and clay, are 
represented in the fake exhibit. Freder- 
ick J. Waugh’s ‘‘ Buccaneers,” the win- 
ner of the Thomas §. Clarke prize for 
i910, the highest of the Academy prizes, 
is the subject of at least a dozen fakes 
on the part of the students. The orig- 
imal of these fakes hangs in the most 
Prominent place in the Vanderbilt Gal- 
lery. The canvas shows a pirate ship 
of the olden time riding at anchor at sea, 
while in the foreground is a sailing ship 
that the pirates have seized, the bucca- 
neers being shown climbing over the side 
of the captured merchantman, cutting 
down the seamen of the sailer with their 
Cutlasses. 

‘ Buckin’ for Beers’’ is the title of one 
of the fakes on Waugh’s painting. In 
this picture appear a score of drunken 
sailors rolling about the deck of a sailing 
Ship like the ship in the original, but 
there are no cutlasses and no gore any- 
where. Everybody has a can of beer 
instead. Another of the ‘‘ Buccaneers ”’ 
fakes is called ‘The Fighting Suffra- 
gettes, and in this a crowd of lean-faced 
women, dressec in every imaginable 
garb. is fighting out the much-discussed 
Guestion of ‘‘ votes for women.’’ 

iernest L. Blumenschein’s portrait of 
‘“‘A German Tragedian’”’ is another can- 
ie oa found favor with many of the 
capper Blumenschein’s original shows a 
po! actor, with silk hat, glasses, and 
We: mop! the fur-collared overcoat that 
legend make s all of the old-time actors of 
note ffect.

This shows the lion roaring his defiance. 
In the fake the lion is supposed to be 
roaring just as loud. But he is not 
dangerous in the fake, for his left front 
foot is chained to the frame with a real 
fron chain. 

John W. <Alexander’s ‘The Tenth 
Muse’’ is one of the largest of the.can- 
vases in the Academy exhibit. In the 
fake exhibit it is called the ‘* Tenth 
Nightmare,’’ and shows a woman with 
vampire wings blowing flames into the 
face of a much-scared man. In the orig- 
final Mr. Alexander himself is standing by 


the muse. 

Charles Schreyvogel’s ‘“‘ The Broken 
Column” .is another large canvas, and 
shows a band of Indians agg egy | through 
a column of regulars. In the fake it is 
called ‘‘ The Busted Colors,’’ and 
everyoody concerned on a spree. Among 
the marble sculptures is that of ‘‘ Pagan- 
ism Immortal,’”’ by Gertrude Vanderbilt 
Whitney, (Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney.) 
The burlesque of Mrs, Whitney’s figure 
called the “‘ Manicure Superb,’’ and 
snows the manicure hard at work filing 
the nails of ‘‘a Pagan.’’ 

These are just a few of many fakes. 
There are hundreds of them, and it takes 
hours to study them all. They will be 
on exhibition from this afternoon, day 
and evening, until Friday.

FINDS GIRL AFTER 25 YEARS. 


Daughter Lost in Babyhood to Return 
to Her Mother at Asbury Park. 


After searching many years for her lost 
daughter who, she says, was kidnapped 
twenty-five years ago, Mrs.. Willlam A. 
Walton of Asbury Park, N. J., said last 
night that she had found her, and that 
she was now Mrs. Grace Loosley, 28 years 
old, of Englewood, Ill. 

Mrs. Walton said that she had received 
a telegram from her daughter saying that 
she would come to Asbury Park at once, 
and that it was a great shock to her to 
learn that she was not the daughter of 
John Kugler of Murphysboro, IIll., in 
whose home she had lived since earliest 
childhood. 

Mrs. Walton, whose nusband is a con- 
tracting plumber, said that it was a Mrs. 
Klizabeth Gates who kidnapped the child. 
The Waltons suffered financial reverses 
at Mansfield, Ohio, in 1884, when their 
pase n ter Grace was two years old. They 
eft her with Mrs. Gates until they could 
establish themselves elsewhere, they 
agreeing to pay a fixed rate for her food 
and clothing. When they tried to get hera 
littie later they found that Mrs. Gates had 
disappeared, taking their daughter with 
her. A search has been kept up fronr that 
time until recently without success. 

A month ago a journeyman plumber 
who obtained employment under Mr. Wal- 
ton told him he had heard of a young 
girl being adopted from a Mrs. Gates by 
Mr. and Mrs. John Kughler of Sandusky, 
Ohio. Mrs. Walton wrote at once to the 
Chief of Police of Sandusky, with the re- 
sult that the Kughlers were located in 
Murphysboro, and they gave the present 
address of their foster daughter, admit- 
ting that they had adopted her from the 
kidnapper.

SEE HALLEY’S COMET AGAIN. 


Washington Observers Catch it—Soon 
Visible to the Eye. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.— Halley's 
comet was seen here to-day for the first 
time, those favored with .this primary 
view being Prof. Asaph Hall of the Naval 
Observatory and his assistant. It was 
about 4:30 o’clock in the morning when 
through the big twenty-six-inch telescope 
at the observatory they obtained a sight 
of the wanderer of the heavens which for 
the last three-quarters of a century has 
been hiddea from the eyes of the inhabit- 


ants on this globe. For about fifteen min- 
utes the comet remained visible. 

In about three weeks, when the comet 
will be visible to the eye, it will rise two 
hcurs and .forty minutes before the sun. 
To-day it came up an hour ahead of the 
great luminary. The comet, therefore, 
will be visible for a longer and longer per- 
iod each day, although those who wish to 
see it will be obliged to arise early.

ORPHANS CELEBRATE 


ASYLUM'S JUBILEE 


Friends Fill the Hippodrome to 
Cheer 1,200 Boys and Girls 
from Hebrew Institution. 








MAYOR GUEST OF’ HONOR 





Praises the Work Done by the School 
in Its Fifty Years of Life— 
Drills Win Applause. 





More than 1,000 small inmates of the 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum shared the big 
stage of the Hippodrome last night with 
Mayor Gaynor. The 400 boys in their pict- 
uresque military uniforms fired volleys 
of blank cartridges at an audience of 
5,000 well-wishers from real Springfield 
rifles. They gave all sorts of drum, fife, 
and bugle drills, and spread and repacked 
army tents all over the stage with light- 
ning speed. As for the 500 little giris, 
they all looked so pretty with their white 
and yellow dresses and white hair rib- 
bons that one wondered how the matrons 
of the asylum had ever been able to get 
them ready. 


‘*Poor children! How I wish I could 


£o up ani mother every single one of 
them,’ exclaimed a matronly woman in 
the front row of the Hippodrome’s audi- 
ence, impetuously to her husband, as all 
the 1,200 orphans were singing a chorus 
from “ Ernani.”’ 

“ Think how much more they’ ad deserve 
to be called ‘ Poor children!’ if it wasn’t 
for the Hebrew Orphan Asylum,” her es- 
cort responded with a laugh. 

The singing, drills, and happy childish 
faces evidently made a considerable im- 
pression on Mayor Gaynor, who shared 
the honors with the orphans. 

‘It would be difficult to duplicate any- 
where in the world. There couldn’t be any 
finer example of what can be done for 
orphans than what we have seen to- 
night,’’ the Mayor said. 

When the Hippodrome’s vast tapestried 
curtain rolled aside, at about 8:30 o’clock, 
the 1,200 boys and girls were seen stand- 
ing full face to the audience. The boys 
were dressed in khaki suits and broad- 
brimmed gray felt hats like the fatigue 
uniform of the regular United States 
Army. Every one of the girls wore either 
a white or yellow dress and a broad white 
satin hair ribbon. As they started to 


sing *‘ America,’’ the audience of grown- 
up friends of the asylum, filling every 
seat in even the topmost gallery of the 
big playhouse, fairly went wild.with ap- 
plause. 

One of the things that pleased the au- 
dience most was when the 1,200 orphans 
finished singing, and turning to leave the 
stage marched off through the different 
wings in separate squads, all in step and 
in the most orderly manner. ere 
wasn’t a bit of confusion, not a single 
flustered little girl or lad out of step any- 
where.

Then Louis Stern, the President of the 
Orphan Society, who had been sitting in 
the flag-draped right stage box with 
Mayor Gaynor, Jacob Schiff, Justice New- 
berger, Isaac Guggenheim, ~ Controller 
Prendergast, and most of the city offi- 


cials, climbed up on the stage. After wel- 
coming the audience and explaining that 
the event was the Orphan Asylum’s 
golden jubilee, President Stern read a let- 
ter from Gov, Hughes. 

“IT remember with much pleasure the 
Gay on which I visited the asylum and 
reviewed its cadet corps. Best wishes for 
continued prosperity,’’ wrote the Gov- 
ernor. 

After the reading of this letter the 
asylum’s khakied drum. fife, and bugle 
corps gave a drill. Then the asylum's 

‘Infant Drum Corps,” twenty-five strong, 
came out in blue, gold-braided uniforms 
and showed the audience what they could 
do. As none of these twenty-five boys 
was over 0 years old or more than three 
feet in height the audience applauded 
again and again. Directed by a drum 
major, whose shako of black bear fur 
was almost as tall as its wearer, they 
went through their drum and fife exer- 
cises and did vigorous calesthenics like 
veterans. 

After this the asylum’'s 
marched on with their tents and rifles, 
and went through a =~businesslike drill 
which made the audience feel that these 
New York City orphans were going to 
make unusually valuable citizens some 
day if this country ever gets into a real 
war. After the 500 girls nad sung their 
Ernani chorus Mayor Gaynor left his box 
and wa!ked across the platform. 

‘‘ While you are able to see me, I can’t 
see you. I had no idea that the footlights 
were so strong, said Mayor Gaynor. 
‘‘But I am certainly greatly edified by 
what I have been seeing from the box. 
The fifty years of this society’s life have 
been rehearsed before me. As I looked 
on and heard the beautiful music I could 
not help saying that what it all meant 
wus the society's history of fifty years. 

‘‘*How many  0bereav ed children vou 
friends of the society have succored and 
saved during that time! Many of the 
children you have aided were bereaved 
so early in life that they did not even 
know the words ‘mother’ and ‘father.’ 
Yet you have subsequently sent them out 
of your institution creditable men and 
women. We must remember the old max- 
im: ‘It is more blessed to give than to 
receive. 

‘“‘It was surprised but glad to learn to- 

ht that the school which all your 1,200 

ace go to is one of t!:o ertys pub lie 
saietins although this school is supported 
by the Board of Education so quletly in 
your institution that I never heard of It. 
I wish all the orphans in all the asylums 
of this city could go to public schools.

He 
fought on earth the battle of the gods, 
even as His Father, the Lord of the in- 
visible world, had commanded him. 

O, God, the protector of him who brought 
his cry unto Thee, make it well for him in 
the world of spirits! 

He loved his father, he honcred his moth- 
er, he leved his brethren. He never pre- 
ferred the great man to him of low condl- 
tion, 

He was a wise man, his sou] loved God. 
He was a brother to the great and a father 
to the humble; and he never was a mischief- 
maker. 

Such as these shall find grace in the — 
of the great God. They shall dwell in the 
abodes of glory, where the heavenly life

FIRST ACCIDENT 
AT MOTORDROME 


Hanshue and Mechanician Have 
Lucky Escape at Los An- 
geles Auto Meet. 

é 








PLAYA DEL REY, Cal., April 10.—The 
first accident of the Motordrome meét oc- 
curred this afternoon in the fifty-mile 
race when the Apperson (Jack Rabbit) 
car upturned and rolled over several 
times. Harris Hanshue, the driver, and 
Carey King, his mechanician, escaped 
with nothing more serious than severe 
bruises and a shaking up. 

The accident, which was causea by a 
broken tire, was one of the most speéoc- 
tacular ever seen on a motor track. Four 
cars had started in the fifty-mile race, 


Barney Oldfield’s Knox. Marquis in the 
Isoita had taken the lead, closely fol- 
lowed by Harshue. A bad tire had cost 
Livingston’s Stoddard-Dayton five mili®s. 
Hanshue was chasing the Isotta while 
Livingston was trying hard to pass the 
Apperson. The Apperson and Stoddard 
swept by the stand like a flash, side by 
side. 

A hundred yaris beyond the judge's 
stand the Apperson’s right rear tire went 
off and the car swerved. Livingston went 
high on 1he bank to safety. The Apperson 
turned suddenly to the left and shot off 
the track. The momentum was too great 
for the car to be straightened quickly, 
and when the wheels on the right sudden- 
ly collapsed the car rolled over four times. 
Hunshue was pinned under the steering 
wheel and did not fall out until the car 
/ had turned over twice. 

As the machine rose in the air, King 
was thrown ahead fifty feet. He then 
rolled along the ground like a log, the 
car rolling over repeatedly a few yards 
behind him. The men were unconscious 
when picked up and taken to the hogpi- 
tal tent, but they soon recovered, and an 
examination did not show any broken 
bones. The car was wrecked. 

A new record was established in this 
race by the Isotta, which finished in 
39:20:60. The best previous mark by a 
car in this class was 42:02.98, made at At- 
ianta-by Robertson in a Flat. The com- 
petitive five-mile record also was broken 
by Harroun in a Marron, in the race for 
scars of the 231-300 class.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


The gold export movement was con- 
tinued early last week on a scale which 
promised quickly to carry the amount 
of gold exports beyond the estimate of 
$20,000,000 named at the outset of the 
movement as the probable extent of 
London’s demands for gold upon this 
centre. The fact, however, that the 
Bank of England, despite a very poor 
weekly statement, did not feel called 
upon to advance its minimum rate gf 
discount beyond the 4 per cent. rate 
fixed on March 17, and that our own 
interest rates in response to the gold 
demand rose both in the call and time 
loan departments, served to check for 
the moment the outflow of gold, and 
thus the total exports for the week, 
although amounting to $5,650,000, did 
not reach as large a sum as was ex- 
pected in the early days of the week. 
In addition $2,500,000 was engaged on 
Saturday for shipment next Wednes- 
day. The logic of the situation has for 
so long pointed toward a substantial 
export movement of gold that it can 


| 


however, that the Bank chose to bid at 
considerable. premium on American gold

16,600,000 pounds in the stocks of cop- 
per on April 1, compared with the 
stocks of March 1, making a total in- 
crease of over 26,000,000 pounds in the 
stocks of copper between Feb. 1 and 
April 1.

Big Docks, Steel Viaducts and Bridges, 
and Thousands of Steel Cars Make Up 
_ the Calls of the Roads on the Mills.

PITTSBURG, April 10.—Notwithstand- 
ing all the talk of hesitancy in buying 
by the railroads of the country, these 


same railroads are proving the mainstay | 


of the steel trade this Spring. Car com- 
panies in this district have increased their 
requirements on the mills for plates and 
plain material for the second quarter; 
railroad buying of bar iron has been heavy 
for two weeks; the manufacturers of 
structural material find a larger part of 
their second quarter output taken up in 
shapes for steel underframe cars to be 
built by the railroads at their own shops; 
and two-thirds of the structural work 
now pending in Ohio and the Central 
States is for bridge, viaduct, and elevated 
track work for the railroads. The largest 
new inquiry for steel came from Lorain, 
Ohio, where the Baltimore & Ohio has 
| just let the general contract for a million- 
dollar dock. The Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany sold\a larger tonnage of steel ties 
during the auarter ending with last month 
than in any similar period in three years. 
In rails alone, demand is not increasing 
with the coming season, indicating that, 
instead of planning extensions, the rail- 
roads will spend the money during the 
|present year in buying and building new 
equipment and in rehabilitating facilites 
that are run down after two years of 
penurious adminstration. 

The orders of the Burlington, the New 
York Central, and the Chesapeake & Ohio 
for the week approached 3,800 cars, with 


scattering orders for 500 more from small- 
er roads. Western roads have additional 
inquiries in the market for upward of 
4,500 cars. In structural lines the Big 
Four shops contract at Indianapolis, in-

The burglar then 
ran to the street, followed by Zanquenian, 
who swung the club and struck the in- 
truder with such force that he was thrown 
against a lamp post and smashed the 
lamp. 

Uttering a moan of pain, the burglar 
managed to crawl on his hands and knees 
about a block from the scene of the en- 
counter. There he was found lying un- 
conscious with a fractured skull and re- 
mcved to a hospital by the police. He 


died shortly after being admitted to the 
institution.

The General Appraiser points out that 
when the earlier decision regarding dia- 
monds for industrial purposes was handed 
down by the board the courts upheld the 
decision for free entry. The board is con- 
vinced that the diamonds in question are 
not intended by Congress to be taxable at 
10 per cent. as alleged by the Government. 
The decision says that if Congress had in- 
tended that diamonds for industria] pur- 
poses weré to be regatded in the same 
category with stones for jewelry and dec- 
orative purposes, they would have been 
provided for specifically in the new law 
with a corresponding duty. As the new 
law stands, the board believes that dia- 





monds intended for tools and similar uses 
are free of duty.

TO CLEAN UP ATLANTIC AVE. 


Residents Will Take Steps to Force 
Railroad to Pave It and Remove Ralls. 


A determined effort is to be made by 
the residents of Atlantic Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, to bring about the paving of that 
street between Flatbush and Bedford Av- 
‘enues. When the tracks of the Long Iel- 
and Railroad were put underground, the 
street was left unpaved, and for two years 
it has been a sea of mud when it rains 
and a sahara of dust when the sun shines. 

In view of the fact that the people paid 
half the cost ef removing the railroad 
from the surface of the street,-the city 
claims title to the street. 

The railroad, however, contends that it 
still holds a franchise on the surface as 
well as underground, and two years ago 
deposited rails in piles on each block, 
preparatory to laying a trolley road. 

To this the city put a stop by legal ac- 
tion, and since then the piles of rails have 
remained in the street to rust. 

No lights are placed on the piles at 
night, as required by-law, and several 
accidents to wagons and automobiles have 
resulted. The street is the only parallel 
thoroughfare to Fulton Street able to ac- 
commodate heavy traffic, and residents 
have become so aroused that they are 
about to form an association, which prob- 
ably will be known as the Atlantic Ave- 
nue Board of Trade, to force the railroad 
company or the city to pave the street and 
remove the rails which obstruct it. Com- 
plaints will bé laid before the city au- 
thorities and the Public Service Commis- 


sion, and attorneys will.be employed to 
force qtiick action.

THE COMMODITIES MARKETS. 


Abundant Rains Quench Drought 
Alarms—Provision Movement Still 
Light—Suspense in Cotton Trade. 


Conditions which developed in the wheat mar- 
ket last week have been of very great impor- 
tance. They will have an undoubted bearing 
on the crop results of the season and the price- 
making for the year. These developments have 
been weather-wise, and have had a distinct 
effect on the market movement during the 
week. At the opening of the week there were 
scattered rains shown through the western sec- 
tion, but Tuesday there were general rains, 
and these rains extended through Nebraska 
and Eastern Kansas and through the Hastern 
belt, taking in the largest States. There was 
not a great deal of precipitation in Central 
and ‘Western Kansas nor in Nebraska, but 
élsewhere the conditions were very good. There 
were further rains reported later in the week, 
and taking the country as a whole the drought 
has been broken excepting over areas in the 
two States named. These areas, however, are 
sections of important wheat production. The 
month of March was an extraordinary one 
throughout the entire country, both for the 
amount of sunshine and high temperatures and 
the absence of rainfall. The precipitation was 
less than normal throughout and temperatures 
were, on the other hand, in excess of normal] 
throughout. The effect on the Winter wheat 
was distitictly adverse, and the crop rapidly 
detériorated, apparently reaching its low point 
With the opening of the month. Since that 
time the rains have relieved the drought, and 
the deterioration from this cause has been 
checked and the crop tendency turned toward 
betterment over the greater portion of the 
country. 

The Government report, issued on Friday, 
showed a loss fh condition of the crop from 
December to April of 15 points. This was 
somewhat mere than expected, but In view of 
the larger acreage gives a fairly favorable 
promise. The ies rea rons figured by the dif- 
pr pe asthote porated. aon & gain approxi- 

to ooo in ex- 
eee the estimated os hea year ago at this 
time. After the first of April last year there 
Was @ steady betterment in the crop, and the 
actnal outturn wee more than estimated on 
April 1. Biven if there is no improvement in 
the condition at this time, and there should 
be a loss of acres reported in the 
next month's report, the crop would still prom- 
jee about the same as actually turned out a 
year oe which was 446, bushels, On 
April indications were figured by the old 
method at 497,000,000 bushels, and the new 
method 435,000,000 bushels. 

While conditions have improved for Winter 
wheat since April they have continued ex- 
ceédingly favorable for Spring seeding. Re- 
ports from léading elevators in the Southwest 
place Spring seeding two weeks to a month 
ahead of the avefage. A large part of the 
Spring wheat seeding has been accomplished 
under very favorable conditions, and trade 
accounts generally point to a material in- 
crease in area throughout the Northwest. 
These estimates ar@ as high as 10 per cent.

duo evidently to two causes. The primary 
reason seemed to be the effectual breaking of 
the drought in Texas over practically the en- 
tire cotton-growing area, and the extension of 
the rain to the other portions of the belt. 


This was taken advantage of by the bear 
party, and a most aggressive drive made at 
the market, evidently with the hope of shaking 
out some of the bull holdings, if not all, and 
getting in a good big line of contfacts at a 
lower level for the purpose of fighting the 
bulls again on the advance.

The month of March, according to the 
official weather report, was unparalleled all 
over the countfy for the amount of sunshine, 
high temp. ratures, and the absence of rain- 
fall. The absence of rainfall was most pro- 
nounced in the Middle Gulf States, but did. not 
have such a serious effect as in Texas, as 
there was a great deal of moisture {fn the 
ground from Winter rains. The high tempera- 
tures and absence of rain permitted, however, 
the most active progress with Spring work 
of all Kind, and these conditions have been 
only moderately interrupted during the past 
week by the rains. The only serious feature 
before the crop at present immediately is pos- 
sibly a period of cold, wet weather, or cold 
and frost, which would prevent germination 
or kill the newly germinated seed. The earli- 
ness of the season makes a period of cold 
weather unusuaily likely. Owing to the scarci- 
ty of seed extensive replanting would be a 
very setious feature. 

The attention of the trade hag been centred 
on the violent fluctuations in the near-by posi- 
tions, the evident fight going on, and the in- 
creasing evidence of congéstion in the May 
delivery, shown by the increasing premium of 
May over the later deliveries. The bull side 
appears to be répresented almost exclusively 
by the bull leadership of Mr. Patten in Chi- 
cago, Mr. Scales, Mr. Hayne, and Mr, Brown, 
with their following.

Great Crowd Watches Flames. 


Several stables along Westcnester Ave- 
Nue, near the church, were set on fire, 
but rone was destroyed. The whole vil- 
lage was threatened for a time by the 
rain of red sparks on the dry-shingled 
roofs of the houses. Many trées near the 
mee track grounds were killed by the 
nea 

The fire burned all afternoon, and it at- 
tracted an army of people, who saw a 
pretty good representation of a raging 
prairie fire, with some trimmings that 
never attend such. The police reserves of 
the Westchester, Tremont, Bronx Park, 


and Wakefield Stations were sent to the 
scene. 


As the fire swept across the race track} 


field destroying the old stables many fam- 
flies of squirrels that had made their 
homes in the cld buildings, ran out ahead 
of the flames. They were met by boys 
and jogs, who so harried them back and 
forth that they often ran back into the 
fire and were roasted. 

As the sun went down hundreds of 
crows that had roosted in the old barns 
ame flving across the field. Not seeing 
their homes they circled about the fiela, 
their numbers added to every minute. At 
dark a vast flock was still flying around 
the burncd field.

M. 0. ROBERTS’S WIDOW WINS. 


Suit Over Income from $4,000,000 Es- 
tate Settled After Five Years. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court has decided the long-standing dis- 
pute between the executors of the estate 
Of Marshall O. Roberts, who died in i&8v 
leaving property now worth nearly $4,- 
00v,000. /The decision reverses the lower 
courts, through which the suit nas 
dragged for five years, in favor of Mr. 
Roberts's widow, who now is the wife of 
Col. Ralph Vivian and who lives in Eng- 
land. Mrs. Vivian’s co-executor is John 
F. Paiterson, and it was he who started 
the litigation which has just been settled. 

Mrs. Vivian, whose maiden name was 
Susan Endicott, is a descendant of the 
Mayflower Endicotts and lived in Salem, 
Mass. She met Mr. Roberts in 1874, and 
became his third wife when he was 75 
years old. At that time Mr. Roberts had 
one son, Isaac E. Roberts, and two daugh- 
ters, Mary M. Roberts and Mrs. Caroiine 
Van Wart. Another son, Marshall O. 
Roberts, was born of the third marriage. 
This son has been living in England with 
his mother since her marriage to Coi. 
Vivian in 188, 

Some years before his death Mr. Roberts 
bought the house adjoining his own at 
105 Fifth Avenue. Both places contained 
many paintings, valued at $800,000. There 
Was much gold and silver plate, bronzes, 
antique furniture, and other works of 
art. In his will Mr. Roberts left these 


two houses and all their contents for the 
use of his wife for life, and rurther stipu- 
lated that all expenses in taking care of 
the property should be paid out of the 
general estate. He also directed that she 
should have $40,000 a year, and he divided 
the income of his residuary estate among 
his children in equal shares. 

In 1897 Mrs. Vivian decided to live in 
Kkngland, and the contents of the houses, 
exclusive of most of the paintings, whicn 
she took with her, were sold, bringing 
R57,704.. Of this amount Mr. Patterson 
invested $55,000 in mortgages on the 
houses at 361 and 363 West Iind Avenup 
Mrs. Vivian declared that she didn’t au- 
thorize the investment and wasn’t con- 
sulted about it. The owners of the prop- 
erty defaulted on the mortgage, and in 
1900 it was foreclosed. The property was 
bid in by the executors at $50,000, leaving 
A deficieney judgment of $11,299.

The butchers 
then assembled at Houston Street and 
First Avenue and marched up the ave- 
nue to Fortieth Street, visiting the 
slaughter and packing houses, getting 
prices, and protesting to the proprietors 
against the increases.

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RUSSIAN JEWS IN SAD PLIGHT. 





Worse Than Under Plehve, Magnes 


Says—Fears the News Is Suppressed. 


Preaching yesterday in Temple Emanu- 
Hl, the Rev. Dr. J. L. Magnes took a 
pessimistic view of the condition of the 
Jews in Russia, intimating that the worst 
about it was not known here. 

“The condition of Russia is worse to- 
day than at any time since the barbarous 
massacres and pogroms of 1905 and 1906,”’ 
said Dr. Magnes. ‘‘ The American public 


is unaware of this state of affairs, be- | 
cause the chief news agency supplying our | 
press with information is, without much } 


doubt, in the service of the Russian Gov- 
ernment. Even though news was sup- 
plied the story of Jewish misery in Rus- 
sia is such an oft repeated tale that hard- 
ly any attention is paid to it any more. 


But the condition of affairs is getting to. 


be so fearful that it becomes necessary to 
raise our voice in protest and to appeal 
to the conscience of our fellow-citizens to 
take cognizance of the systematic, re- 
lentless, quiet grinding down of a people 
of more than 6,000,000 souls.’’ 

The preacher then read from a list 
of Russian Governmental decrees issued 
since January of this year. He cited the 
instance in particular of the City of Kieff, 
whence more than 5,000 Jews, long resi- 
dents there, are to be expelled this month. 
The situation, according to the speech of 
a member of the Duma, is worse, he said, 
than in the time of Piehve. Among the 
places whence Jews were being expelled, 
besides Kieff, were, during January, 


Tashkend, 300 Bokhara Jews; St. Peters- 
burg, 37 Jews;Toropza, order to expel 36 
families rescinded through intervention 
of local residents, and emiovaka, sv 
families. During ‘Februry: Inazlov, sev- 
eral families; Yalta, order to expel arti- 
Sans. Furthermore, during February the 
Iumir of Bokhara and the Governor Gen- 
eral of Turkestan had endeavored to have 
an order of the Russian Government to 
expel 32,000 Jewis of Persian birth re- 
scinded. During March: Riga, 100 fam- 
iiies; Zhitomir,~ priests demanded expul- 
sion of Jews in vicinity; Vologda, permits 
of residents revised and expuisions fol- 
luwed; Vlotka, 100 Russian artisans and 
their families expelled; Woronesch, many 
families threatened with summary expul- 
sion allowed an extension of time only 
aiter many petitions and protests. Ex- 
pulsions from Lozeni, Zukoff, and Pot- 
rei; 40 families expelled also in Helsing- 
fors, Finland. In Tiflis, Dr. Magnes said, 
permits have been examined and expul- 
sions are to follow. 

‘It becomes a duty of American Jews,”’ 
he said in conclusion, ‘‘to appeal to the 
public opinion of the citizens of this 
country, and to take whatever steps ure 


in théir power to stir up the cunscience | 


of the civilizea world against so fiendish 
and cruel a master as the Russian Gov- 
ernment has proved itself to be.’
